Novel and unique was the 
service at Christ Episcopal Church 
last night. The Ilev. A. W. Mann, 
missionary of tho Episcopal church 
to deaf-mutes in tho district < ^.n 
prisetl of Western Penusylva. 
Ohio, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Indiana, Michigan, Illinois and 
Wisconsin, gave an address to 
about twenty mutes, who had ac- 
cepted the invitation to be present 
at the evening vespers. 

The particular purpose of th« 
service was the formation, or rather 
the giving of a name to a deaf-mute 
mission which ha.s resulted from the 
labors of tho Rev. Mr. Maun dur- 
ing the last twenty-five years. The 
name given to the mission which 
will b« a component part of Christ 
Episcopal parish, is that of Ephpha- 
tha Deaf-Mute Mission. The name 
is taken from the allusion found in 
St. Mark vii., :12, in which place 
is i-ecorded the miraculous healing 
of the mute man, when dd^f x^ed 
the word Ephphatha. 

The Rev. Mr. Mann spone ou 
the subject of "Church Work 
Among Deaf-Mutes." While he was 
delivering his address in the sign 
language to the mutes, the Rev. 
Dr. A. t;. McCabe, rector of 
the church, read a type written 
copy of the speech to the large con- 
gregation, which was present at tho 
evening service. 

ONE MUTE TO 1 ,(iOO POPtTI^TION. 

In the course of his address the 
Rev. Mr. Mann laid particular em- 
phasis on the necessity of joining all 
the mutes in any one city into one 
church body. As he put it, " A 
fact not generally realized is tiiat 
deaf-mutes are too few for de- 
nominational divisions. I suppose 
that in Springfield there are at least 
a dozen variant religious Inxiies. 
If all of these churches were to en- 
gage in the particnlar work of 
teaching the Gospel to these afflict- 
ed people, the utter folly of division 
will be made disgreeably apparent 
in the efforts of one denomination 
to build up a con in at the 

expense of tho ot li .1 in many 

other ways that have been ex- 
perienced by Christians who live in 
the villages and small cities. Di- 
vision is expensive. Why not have 
one uniied, harmonious snd strong 
congregation of dojif-nuites at. each 
lai-ge centre, instead of several 
ridiculously small societies con- 
tinually at war with each other?" 

" There is no adequate compensa- 
tion," said the Rev. Mr. Mann in 
an interview at tho Arcade Hotel, 
after the service in the church, 
"for the I0.SS of one's sense of hear- 
ing. The loss of ' is so 
great. It cuts one ■- nu the 
daily flow of thotight fiom tongu* 
to ear, and makes the acquisition 
of knowledge harder. The mind is 
deprived of a natural stimulus.

Yet all these things have been ac- 
complished aud are now trite and 
commonplace. 

Then why not this now marvel of 
science — the transformation of air 
into almost all Iho n«(!(!s()ities of 
life? 

I'RfOniCTION OK THK tNVENTOKS. 

The inventors themselves con- 
fidently pn'dict th<> manufa<'ture of 
starch and other i)rotein com- 
pounds from the air within a very 
few years. 

This Invention eamo about 
through tho strange prediction 
imide by Sir William (Brookes, the 
famous English scientist, that thi' 
[lopulation of the world would 
starve within the next thirty-five 
years through the e\l'iii'«ii"M of the 
earth's nitrates. 

Speaking before iiie Mritish 
Assf)ciation of Seicuiee at llristol, in 
IH!)H, Sir William prophesied uni- 
versal death. 

Il(! argued that if all the grain- 
growing countries in lli(» world 
should plant to their utmost 
r'apa(!ily, on tho most careful 
<!alculation the yield Would barely 
suffice* for the enormously increa.sed 
niimlx'r of broad-eaters in oxistence 
in 11131. 

What then? Starvation, pesti- 
lence and death. Even now the 
guano beds are practically exhaust- 
ed, and the grain-bearing soil of the 
earth is rapidly becoming unequal 
to the strain put ui)on it. 

•' What is neerled, and what wo 
must have," sai'l Sir Williiim, "is 
nitrate in unlimiicd ((uantities for 
tho fields. Othuiwise tho world 
must oveutually Hico sure starna- 
ti(m." 

Reading the pessimislic predic- 
tion of (Vookes, (!harI(>sS. Ilradley, 
an electro(!heinic)iI ent'lnnor of 
liiiffalo, began to ponder upon it. 

Here are the facts upon which he 
brooded night and day: Grain of 
almost every kind i)re-oininently de- 
mands nitrogen. So does grnss and 
every form of Vf^getation. In the 
sewage of towns ami cilicm nitrog(Mi 
to tho value of ijtl 00,000,000 is 
wasted y(<arly. Tho world cannot 
endure this drainage forever. 

Suddenly Mr. Hradley remember- 
ed that every squai(» yard of the 
earth's surface has nitrogen gas 
pressing down on it to th<* extent of 
seven tons. 

" Hero are iiitnvfes in unlimited 



quantities," ho rr»floctod. " But 
how am 1 (o got at them? This 
nitrogen is in a fr(*e state, while 
grain and vegetation demand it 
fixed." 

MR. BRADLEY'S INSPIRATION. 

About this time Mr. Hradley had 
an inspiration. He would burn his 
nitrates from the air by means of 
lightnirjg. He, in common with 
othc^r scientists, know that the air 
immediately surrounding a light- 
ning flash underwent a chemical 
change, and he thought that perhaps 
a high voltage, direct current rnado 
to ar<! in a close room, would convert 
air into nitrogen trioxide. 

It was a beautiful thought, but 
would it succed as a commercial 
proposition? 

Mr. Bradley disclosed his plan to 
I). 11. Lovejoy, agra<luateof Cooper 
Iff. ion and an a.ssistant in the 
electrical enirineering department 
of t'oluinbia College. 

Mr. Lovejoy regfirded tho scheme 
as feasible, and the two men entered 
into a partneiship. 

They orecte<l a building at N iagara 
l^'alls, and liegan a series of elaborate 
and costly expcM'iments. In Ihis 
building was a room ten feet s<iuave. 
On either side of Ihis room were 
many metal nodules from which Iho 
lightning was to flash. 

There was an air-tight passage 
leading from th s room to /i tower, 
Iho use of which will be described 
further on. 

They had made their plans with 
the utmost nicety, but were ap- 
prehensive of the result. They 
harnessed their f/ietoiy to Niagara, 
and depended upon Niagara to do 
tho rest. 

When the lime arrived for their 
first ex[KMini(>nt to take place both 
IJradh^y and Lovejoy stood looking 
through the thick square of plale- 
gliiss into the "lightning room." 

Bradley turned a little brass 
switch. In an instant the interior 
of tlie room was rattling and retir- 
ing and snapping and glaring with 
the flames of lightning that (larted 
from side to side and ])oint. to point 
like fiery sei pouts. 

Then a strange transformation 
look plac(!. The air irr the room 
Ix^gtin to fiiish into a brownish red. 
The two men looked at each other 
and smiled. They knew that the 
red, gaseous suhstanc(* was tri-oxid(< 
of nitrogen. Here were the earth's 
nitrates in the form of gas at least. 
IJut would they prove commercial- 
ly avaihible? 

The r(>d gas began to pass up the 
|)ipe to the aii'tight chamber in the 
"absorption tower," whero it was 
converted into nitrates so rapidly 
that tho inverrtors were daze<l. 
Th(*y had succeeded beyond their

gas through water they could iiuiiiu. 
faeturo nitric acid in practically 
iiiilimiled quantities. 

They oould revivify the wiiKti 
places of the earth. Sir William 
Crookcs's pi-ophesy had been shat- 
tered like I thund<>rbolt. 

Lord Kelvin regarded tho Hrad- 
ley-Lovejoy invention as the most 
wonderful thing he saw during his 
recent visit to tliis country. 

But another and a n((t less hor- 
rible fate than that predicted by 
Crookes confronted the world pre- 
vious to the invention of Bradley 
and Lovejoy. 

It was the fate outlined by Lord 
Kelvin one of the foremost scien- 
tists of the world some year's ago, 
when ho declared thntall the oxygen 
of the air would be exhausted within 
a f(^w hundred years by the reckless 
waste entjiile<l by large furiuiees 
and nuiniiftietories. One ton of coal 
will ccMisumo three Ions of oxygen. 
Therefore tin' population of the 
<>arth are i-apidly working out their 
own tiiin by this almost inconceiv- 
able waste of oxygen. 

Lord Kelvin said: "The extra- 
vagant waste of oxygen by modern 
manufacturing i»rocesses miiy leave 
the inhabitants of the earth wilhour 
air for breathing within u short and 
ealculablo time." 

Here again the marvellous in- 
vention at Niagara Falls may come 
to I hrt rescue of mankind. Through 
flie||)rocessof replenishing th<' earth's 
vegetation by means of nitrates 
from the air an incaletdablo iniumnt. 
of oxygeu is prodimed and nliiniMie 
asphyxiation postponed.

The g(U)tleman is evi- 
dently one of means, as ho asks a 
numbet of questions regarding the 
tuition expenses, etc., and should 
his son be allowed to «'omo over he 
propow's to have another S(m ac- 
company him as a guardian and 
whou) he desires at the same time 
to fit himself aa a teacher of the 
deaf, .so he might atart U|) a school 
in his country. Superintendent 
Jones had to ileny tho recpiest for 
tha young num's Hdmission into the 
Institidion, for the reason that only 
ret-ident deaf are allowed the 
privileges.

Tli(» teachers, officers and pupils 
were called together in the chapel 
last Friday afternoon, at one 
o'clock, by Principal Currier, who 
informeil them that they wore as- 
sembled as a token of appreciation 
of the late Rev. Thomas Gal- 
laudet, D.D., who had been con- 
nected all his life with tho deaf and 
dumb. Resolutions had been 
drawn up by a committee composed 
of Miss Barrager, and Profs. Fox 
and Randall. Tti<v Piincipal read 
them orally, while Prof. Fox acted 
as interpreter. The resolutions 
wera uiianimousli' agreed upon by 
all. They wore as follows : — 

In Mkmoriam. 

At a meeting of the pupils, of- 
ficers and teachers of the Institution, 
held on the afternoon of Friday, 
Septeml>er 26th, the following 
Minute and Resolutions were 
adopted : 

In the passing away of Reverend Thomas 
Oalli\u<tet, D.I)., Tv.H.D., we luourti tlic 
loss of a frioiid who pcrfonmil life-loiij; 
service for the Institution. I-'rotii iS.)j, 
wUeu,.in early nmnhcKwl, lie entered llie 
profession of deaf-mute instruction as a 
teacher in this Institution, filling a position 
in this cajmcity for sixteen years, and sub- 
sequently, as a iiieniher of the Hoanl of 
Directors, he ever manifested a warm and 
constant intere.st in the work, and loyally 
did his share to aid its progress and use- 
fulness. 

Dr. Oallaudet was electe<l a Director of 
the Institution on June loth, 1862, and 
served continuously on the committee of 
Instniction for forty years. His j>er.sonal 
ac(|uaintauce with (lie jwculiarities of the 
deaf child, .ndded to his experience as a 
teacher in the Institution, and his know- 
ledge of its needs, peculiarly fitted Iiim for 
a position of so groat imporlance. He was 
twice elecle<l on the delegations represent- 
ing the Institution at International 
Congresses of teachers of the deaf, held in 
Ivurope, and was frequently the n>pre- 
seutativc of the Directors at the Conven- 
tions of the American Instructors of the 
Deaf in this country. 

Ill his caiuicity as a incmher of the 
Committee of Instrxiction, of which he was 
Chairman for many years. Dr. Oallaudet 
was hnntght into close contact with tlie 
pupils, tearhers and otlicers, to all of whom 
liis henevotent countenance was familiar 
and with most of whom lie was personally 
ac(|uainte<l, In tiis perioilic inspection of 
the school, his warm and kiiidlv disj>osi- 
lion, and liis sincerilv of nuriKjse became 
known to us, to be adniirea and nppreciat- 
e<l; therefore, tie it

Oallaudet the Institution has lost a value<l 
friend who.se life-work, closely interwoven 
in its history and progress, was rich in 
service.

The body of a man, supposed at 
first to be Charles Henrj', but who 
was later identified lisChirles Spar- 
row, a shoemaker, was found in a 
room of the Ilaswell House earlj' 
yesterday morning, with a bullet 
wound in his right temple. He had 
committed suicide and U80<1 a 
22 calibre revolver to end his life 
with. Coroner Pflantz took charge 
of the ease and had the body r-emov- 
ed to Foil's undertaking rooms. 

The clerk in the Haawell House 
says that the man went to the hotel 
on Saturday last and registered as 
Charles Henry. Ho was not seen 
after that until Saturday night. 
Proprietor Myers' suspicions were 
aroused yesterday when Ihe stranger 
did not appear, and Thomas Flan- 
nery, a poi ter, was sent to the room 
to investigate. He found the man 
to be dead in bed, with an ugly 
wound in his head. He was un- 
dressed. 

At the undertaking rooms the 
body was identified by Matthew 
Kendrick. Mr. Kendrick says that 
Sparrow lived in this city 10 years 
ago, an«l at pi-esent has a daughter 
living on Bassett Street. He at one 
time conducted a prosperous busi- 
ness here, but had reverses and 
other tronldes which «lrove him out 
of the city. The daughter is 14 
years old. 

At the hotel. Sparrow admitted 
that he had a daughter living here, 
and informed the clerk that he had 
not seen her for 10 years. 

The dead man was a mute, and 
all that was gained from him in 
the hotel wua by his writings on a 
little pad of paper, whicli Ire carried.
